However  ' 
humble  my  private  capacity  may  be,  were  I  load 
only  from  (tersonal  responsibility,  I  should  treat  theli 
coniem|iluous  and  unprincipled  coniliict  which  I 
have  received,  with  the  resentment  w  hich  one  would 
naturally  manifest  in  returning  the  compliments  of

NATURE  AS  SEEN  BV  THE  BELIEVER. 

The  character  we  ascribe  to  God,  and  his  purpo.sc-s  ' 
respecting  us,  are  tla*  media  through  which  we  hehoid 
all  things  and  events,  and  they  are  necessarily  colored  i 
and  stained  in  our  sight,  by  the  opinions  through  which 
we  view  them.  Therefore  it  is,  that  our  Partialist 
brethren  generally,  consider  this  fair  ami  beaniiful 
WArld  a  valley  of  sighs  and  tears— not  only  when  snr- 1 
rows  and  afflictions  press  around,  as  was  the  ca<e  with  ' 
the  sacred  writers  when  liny  thms  spoke,  but  at  all  times  • 
fur  at  all  tioies  docs  their  creed  render  it  such  a  dark 
vale  to  them. 


In  like  manner— seeing  their  fellow  beings  through 
the  same  distorted  and  gloomy  atmosphere— man  is  ■ 
looked  upon  as  an  incarnate  demon — a  totallv  depraved 
creature — one  whom  we  must  regard  with  loathing  and 
distrust.
